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Drainage and Sand 


Tuesday’s town meeting acted wisely in following the 
Finance Committee’s leadership on the proposed drainage 
project in the Shawsheen Heights area. The Finance Committee 
had advised a more thorough study of the situation, the Board 
of Public Works apparently having acted a little too hastily 
without checking into the long-range project sufficiently. 

The problem is more than one of just taking care of sur- 
face drainage. A large part of the banking which brings so 
much trouble to the residents of William street, consists of 
loose sand which, in dry weather, blows all around the place 
and which in rainy weather is in a constant state of erosion. 
The money that the Board of Public Works proposed in its 
article Tuesday evening, would have solved only part of the 
problem. 

It might be well for the Board to look into the possibility 
of terracing and planting on that steep embankment to elim- 
inate both the sand-storms and the erosion. At no expense at 
all, they could get a very good plan for this area by merely 
consulting with the Essex Agricultural School in Hathorne, and 
by next March, at town meeting, we'd have something really 
worthwhile, instead of a hastily conceived temporary expedient 
thot would mean only a greater expenditure of money in later 
years. 


We’ll Pay For It 


Probably on next Thursday evening the school committee 
is going to appoint its principal for the Junior High School. It 
has done a lot of interviewing of candidates and taken quite 
a few votes. 

Next Thursday’s meeting may well be one of the most 
important that the school committee has had in years, and 
certainly every member should be present. It rests in the Schoo! 
Committee’s hands either to make a decision that will greatly 
improve the quality of Andover’s schools, or to fall into one 
that will merely keep the schools going along at the same pace 
as they are now going. 

Apparently the only local candidate who survived up until 
Monday evening is being read out of the final balloting, al- 
though it is understood that most of the members feel that he 
is the outstanding candidate of the group. If we are going to 
eliminate local candidates, certainly we should do everything 
in our power to get somebody who is far better than any local 
prospect. To stop consideration of a known quantity, and then 
to take somebody of lesser abilities is not common sense, Nor 
is it taking into consideration the interests of the children of 
Andover’s schools for the coming decades. 

We have seen a comparison of the salaries of High School 
and Junior High principals in several Massachusetts cities and 
towns. Andover’s $4,100 doesn’t look too good, and it might 
well be that the field of candidates would be far better if we 
were to offer a higher salary. Andover has never been nig- 
gardly in providing for its public schools. If the School Com- 
A Sa 
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mittee were to say to the people of Andover: “We have an op- 


portunity to get a really outstanding educator here, as principal 
of the Junior High School, a man who in a few years could 
become headmaster of both Punchard and of the Junior High, 
a man who would elevate the standards of our schools and do 
a really fine job for all our school children’’, there is no doubt 
but that the Town of Andover would say: ‘By all means pay 
him $5,000, pay him $6,000 if need be. It would be well 
worth it.’ 


If the School Committee on next Thursday evening isn’t 
thoroughly satisfied that the men whose names are before 
them are what they really would like for the children of An- 
dover, not a single person in town is going to criticize them if 
they junk the whole list, start from scratch again and raise the 
offer sufficiently to get the man that we want. The right 
man would very probably save the town money in the school 
budget, and he certainly would be able to give the town a 
great deal more in value for the dollars that the town spends.

I have to thank you for copies of 
the Andover Townsman which have 
now arrived, and which I appreciate 
greatly, as they serveas a real link 
between this town of ours, and a 
newer Andover across the water. 

Our weekly, the Andover Adver- 
tiser, is not printed in the same 
form as your Townsman, but it 
does bind together our town com- 
munity with the people in the vil- 
lages round about Andover. Each 
week it is my privilege to give a 
half column message to our read- 
ers, and this ministry does bring 
us into touch with many who do 
not attend our Church. 

Literature and journalism have 
been favourite hobbies of mine for 
many years, and during the war 
years a series of smaller selections 
from the greater poets of England 
which I produced, gained a circula- 
tion of some 200,000. A small An- 
thology of the Gospels, mostly com- 
piled in a Morrison Shelter in our 
Bast London home, was produced 
last year. 

During the bombing my Churches

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Tax Rate Drops To $33 But— 


Tax Bills Will Be Increased 


Average Increase Estimated at Five Percent 
With Rise in Building Valuations 


Andover’s tax rate was estab- 
lished yesterday at $33.00 per 
thousand, but the assessors were 
quick to warn local taxpayers that 
while the rate is lower by $3.00 
than last year, their bills will, in 
most cases, be higher. This was 
caused by the increase in the valu- 
ation base of 15%, this being a 
restoration of the reduction which 
was made during the depression. 
Reconstruction costs have  in- 
creased to such an extent that the 
Assessors felt the restoration of 
the values could no longer be 
delayed. 

It is estimated that had the 
valuation remained at last year’s 
figure the rate would have been a 
dollar and a half higher than last 
year. Therefore, it can be gen- 
erally assumed that the bills will
